Steffen engaged a room at the Hotel 
Renton, Pine between Fighth 
Ninth streets, at 1 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing. Clerk (Charles Boiseau assigned hiin 
to a room and Steffen went to it at onec, 
He showed no signs of having been drink- 
ing. 

An hour after Steffen went to his room a 
vorter answered a bell call from his room. 
The porter entered the room and found 
Steffen on the hed. 

“| fear I have taken an overdose of mor- 
phine,”’ said Steffen to the porter, “and I 
Wish you would call a doctor.” 

The porter hastened to the office and re- 
ported to the clerk. Dr. Yoyce returned 
with the porter and found Steffen uncon- 
scious. The doctor ordered him removed to 
the City Hospital. 

A half-filled bottle of whisky was found 
on a table in the room. The morphine 
had been poured into the whisky. 
Letter Found 

in His Pocket. 

In Steffen's pockets were found a letter, 
signed Georgia Porter, a receipt from the 
Americah Express Co., made out in the 
hame of G. Porter for a package sent to 
a (Chicago shoe firm, a receipt for dues to 
the Thomas Jefferson Council No. 11, Jun- 
for Order United American Mechanics, and 
b5 cents in money. 

Steffen did not regain consciousness at 
the City Hospital and no statement could 
be secured from him. The last words he 
spoke were those telling the porter at the 
Benton to call a doctor, 

Feur physicians worked with him at the 
hospital, but their efforts to revive him 
were futile. 

An attendant at the hospital who knew 
Steffen stated that he believed the man 
had had some trouble with his family, but 
did not know anything of his affairs with 
Miss Porter. 


Steffen’s Love 
Story Told. 

Druggist Eustace Trittermann of Ninth 
Street and Allen avenue was Steffen’s con- 
fidante. To him was confided the story of 
the lovemaking with Virginia Georgia Por- 
ter, the woman who figures in the case. 

“Steffen met Miss Porter soon after she 
went to work at the poorhouse as a trained 
murse six months ago,” said Trittermann. 


“She is an exceptionally pretty woman, and 
had the happy facuity of knowing how to 
dress becomingly. Steffen was captivated 
by her attractiveness, and was soon des- 
nedeaerg in love with her. She encouraged 

is attentions, and he told me shortiy after 
making her acquaintance that he was en- 
gaged to marry her. 

“Fle insisted that [ meet her, and took 
me to 4220 Olive street one evening, where 
he introduced me to her. J was told that 
Bhe had neither relatives or friends living 
at that address. 1 did not think that point 
of any importance at the time, ana so diu 
not make a note of if. 

“I spent the evening in the company of 
Steffen and Miss Porter, and the greatest 
affection seemed to exist between them. His 
infatuation for her was almost blind, but it 
did not seem to exceed that of her for him. 

“Il always knew her afterwards as Miss 
J’orter, but Steffen told me that was not 
her real name. He said she was married, 
and was living apart from her husband, 
and thai she had taken the name of Porter 
because she did not care to go under that of 
her husband. | 

“Steffen was a jolly, good-natured fellow. 
and Miss Porter's disposition matched his 
very well. They were always talking of 
getting married. 

They Said They 
Were Married. 

“I was, therefore, not very much sur- 
prised when I received a message over the 
telephone at 9 o'clock Friday night from 
Steffen telling me that he and Miss Porter 
had married. 

“He talked with me at some length. 
said he had resigned his’ position at 
Poorhouse to accept a beiter one in the 
eity auditor's office, but that he would 
fuke a few days’ vacation before going to 


work. 

“When he had finished talking, Miss 
Porter took the ‘phone and spoke with me. 
Bhe verified his story that they were mar- 
ried. She said she was going away from 
the city for 10 days and erould start some 
time Friday at She left Steffen in my 
care. 1 was informed by her that she 
dnd Steffen at that time were in the neigh- 
borhood of 4220 Olive street. 

“There was nothing in Steffen's conver- 
sation to indicate that he intended to do 
anything desperate, and nobody is more 
surprised than I to hear of his death.’

FOR GOEBEL’S ASSASSINATION. 


HE WAS THE REPUBLICAN. SEC- 
RETARY OF STATE. 
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CHRONOLOGY OF THE 
GOEBEL ASSASSINATION. 


State Senator and Governor-elect 
William Goebel was shot and mortal- 
ly wounded Jan. 30, 1900, by some per- 
son then unknown, who fired from 
a window in the statehouse. 

Ceatest committee declared him the 
legally elected governor of the state 
Jan. He was sworn in as such 
Jan. Sl, on his deathbed. 

Gov. Goebel died at 6:45 o'clock p. 
m., Feb. 3, 1900,

Franklin said that the state of facts ad- 
mitted by Powers showed him guilty of 
treason even prior to the murder of Goebel. 
Powers, though he had taken an oath when 
sworn in as secretary of state, that he 
would uphold and defend the constitution 
and laws of the state, had confessed on the 
witness stand that he and those associated 
with him meant to defy at least one of those 
laws, and, in furtherance of that design, he 
organized a band of braves for the purpose 
of intimidation and murder.

AUSTRIA'S CHARGE WOUNDED, 


Dispatches Have Come From Admire 
als Remey and Bruce, Con- 
sul Fowler and From Other 
Sources Telling of Cap- 
ture of Pekin. 


NEW YORK, Aug, 18.—The Presby- 
terian Board of Foreign Missions in this 
city received the following cablegram to- 
day: 

“Che Foo.—Definite news via Tien 
Tsin missionaries Pao Ting Fu all killed, 

“W. O. ELTERICH.” 

Mr. Elterich is the Presbyterian 
board's member at Che Foo. It was 
thought that the Presbyterian mission- 
aries at Pao Ting Fu numbered three, 
and that altogether there were 10 foreign 
inissionaries at that place. 


TOKIO, Aug. 17.—Gen. Yamaguchi 
wires from Pekin under date of Aug. 16 
as follows: 

The allies attacked Pekin early yester- 
day, opening with artillery on the east- 
ern side. 

The wall was obstinately held by the 
enemy. 

The Japanese and Russians were on the 
northward of Tung Chow canal. 

The Americans and British were on the 
south side. 

At nightfall the Japanese blew up the 
two eastern gates of the Tartar city and 
entered. 

In the meantime the Americans and 
British entered the Chinese city by the 
Tung Pien gates. 

Detachments of each force were sent 
towards the legations. The parties met 
near the legations and opened commu- 
nication. 

All the ministers and their staffs were 
found safe. 

The Japanese loss was over 100 killed, 
including three officers 

The losses of the allies have not been 
ascertained, 

Four hundred Chinese were killed.

VIENNA, Aug. 18.—The Austrian for- 
eign office has received a dispatch an- 
nouncing that the Austrian acting min- 
ister at Pekin, Dr. von Rosthorn, is 
slightly wounded, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 —The fol- 
lowing cablegram was received at the 
war department this morning from Briga- 
dier-General Barry of Gen. Chaffee’s 
staff: 

“Che Foo—Adjutant-General, Wash- 
ington: Taku, Aug. 17.—Indiana trans- 
port arrived on the 16th. All are well. 
Will go to front. Pekin taken 15th. 
Legation sale, — BARRY.” 

The Indiana carried a battalion of the 
Fifteenth Infantry, which had =~ trans- 
shipped from the Sumner at Nagasaki. 
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WASHINGTON, Aug, 18.—A dispatch 
from Consul-General Goodnow at Shang- 
hai has been received at the state de- 
partment confirming previous reports of 
the entrance of the allied armies into Pe. 
kin and saiety oi the legationers.

HONOLULU, Aug. 11.—(Via San Fran- 
Cal., Aug. 18).—United States Judge 
M. M. Estee has arrived here and opened 
his court and one of his first acts was to 
make an order seizing a courtroom for his 
own use, the local authorities not having 
provided him with one. Judge Estee or- 
dered United States Marshall Ray to take 
possession of a room which has been the 
court of Circuit Judge Stilliman.

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CAME TO KILL THE PRESIDENT 


Government Official Says Fourt2ea 
Anarchists Are in Custody in 
New York. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—The detention at 
the barge office in this city by secret ser- 
vice agents of Notabe Maresca and Michil 
Weida, supposed anarchists, who arrived 
vesterday on the Kaiser Wilhelm II., is ap- 
proved by the Washington authorities. 
These two men are understood to have 
come to this country as  conspiratotrs 
whose object. it is alleged, was the assas- 
sination of President McKinley. 

Instead of two, a high government of- 
ficial said today that there are 14 anarchists 
under arrest at the detention prison of the 
Bureau of information. They are all 
charged with being in a conspiracy to as- 
Sassinate President McKinley, and have 
been taken singly and in pairs from incom- 
ing ocean liners within the last 10 days. 

‘‘Unite 1 States secret service agents learn 
that an anarchist circle in Naples had cast 
lots to determine who should be the assas- 
sin. Eleven Italians and three Austrians 
were selected. Closely followed, they sailed 
for different ports. Their object was to 
strike individual blows at the President at 
the same time. That would make success 
sure. 

“As fast as the men arrived secret service 
agents disguised as emigrants went among 
them an‘l thev were arrested. Maresca and 
Weida, caught yesterday, were two of the 


i+. 

“The conspiracy was made on a night ear- 
ly in August. By working with the Italian 
police the secret service agents got wind of 
a great meeting of the circle in Naples. 
The men selected for the work in this coun- 
try were quickly notified as to what they 
were to do. They separated, going singly 
or in pairs, to different ports in Europe. 
Some went to France, others to Germany, 
while still others crossed the channel to 
England. Step by step they were followed 
to the gangplank of steamers. 

“The fourteen are now detained by the 
immigration authorities and are either at 
the barg+ office at the Battery or the deten- 
tion quarters at Quarantine. 

“One report is to the effect that some are 
in Ludlow street jail, having been taken 
there from Ellis Island in order to thwart 
any attempt to rescue them by Paterson an- 
archists.”’ 

Maresca was found among the coal pass- 
ers, and Weida had been employed as a 
steerage steward since the steamer left 


Naples. The officers of the ship were notl- 
fied as to the nature of the charges against 
the prisoners, but it was said that both men 
were known as anarchists in ltaly, and that 
their arrest was made at the instigation 
of the Italian government. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—The informa- 
tion on which the officials acted in arresting 
the two Italians as soon as the Kaiser Wii- 
helm II touched at New York had been in 
the possession of the government secret 
service for 17 days, and, although it gave 
the name of the steamer on which the men 
were to arrive, no chances were taken and 
every ship passenger reaching New York 
City has been carefully watched by secret 
service men sent from Washington for the 
purpose. 

While engaged in the work of revealing 
the Paterson plot that resulted in the as- 
sassination of King Humbert the discovery 
was made that a number of other monarchs 
of the old world were to be assassinated. 
Then came the news that the President of 
the United States was to be inclided in the 
number. At first this was discredited, as 
have been all such reports in the past. 
Then, on Aug. 1, came a cablegram to Chief 
Wilkie, in which not only were the details 
of the plot given, but the names of the 
would-be assassins were included. Precau- 
tions are always taken when these reports 
are received, no matter how vague or unre- 
liable they appear. When the cablegram 
came Chief Wilkie consulted with Secretary 
Gage, and it was decided that more than 
ordinary care should be used to guard the 
President. 

Secret service men were sent to New York 
to act under the instructions of Mr. Hazen, 
who was formerly the head of the governs 
ment secret service. The arrests of Mores- 
ca and Weida form the result. 

So far as known the plan was for 
each inan to proceed to Washing- 
ton at once on ae certain day. They 
were to surround the President and await 
an opportunity to strike. The blow was to 
be by a pistol and knife. One of the num- 
ber, it was certain, would be successful. 
Tne question of escape was not considered, 
the men veing willing to sacrifice their lives 
for their principles.

Two Big Cities Will Be Given Out Yo- 
day or Monday and All Within 
Ten Days. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 18.—During 
the tirst ten days, according to Director 
Merriam, the census figures of every im- 
portant city in the union will be reported. 
The figures from Philadelphia and Chicago 
are practically ready and will be given out 
some time today or tomorrow. St. Louis 


will not be ready before the middle of 
next week. The other cities, with a popu- 
lation over 25,000 will not be the subject of 
separate bulletins. but the figures will be 
included in the announcements of the dif- 
ferent states. 

The population of Greater New York, as 
indicated by the count just completed at 
the census office, is 5,437,202. This includes 
the population of the Boroughs of Man- 
hattan and Bronx, previously announced, 
and those of Brooklyn, Richmond and 
Queens. Approximate estimate of the in- 
crease since 1899 shows it to have been 
37.9 per cent. 

In 1890 the population of New York City 
was 1,515,301, being an increase of 25.62 per 
cent over the preceding decade. Brooklyn's 
population at that time was 806,343, Queens 
County's 128,000. while that of Richmond 
(founty was 51,693. As Westchester County, 
now known as Bronx Borough, was divided 
into small towns when the last census was 
taken there is no way,of getting at the ex- 
act figures of increase, but the whole coun- 
tv shows an approximate increase of 49,000. 
The same is true of Richmond and Queens 
Counties, but the growth of New York City, 
exclusive of Bronx Borough, reached the 
enormous figure of 337,792. 

Estimates — have been made on Chi- 
cago. This is the way one statistician fig- 
ures: 

‘The school census shows the names and 
addresses of 255,861 children. If you multi- 
ply this number by six it gives 1,535,166 as 
the number of males_under 21 and females 
under 18. The registration will show next 
November that there are 400,000 voters in 
the City of Chicago; if so, there must be at 
least 150,000 who are of full age and entitled 
to vote.

A war brewed in Pekin will be fought in every 
land and on every sea of the Eastern Hemisphere. Let us 
pray that the Western world will not be drawn into the sor- 
did and ignoble struggle.

PORTAGEVILLE, MO., AROUSED. 


Thomas Cook and Two Companion; 
Who Tried to Run the Town Sud- 
denly Disappeared.

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Aug. 18-—From 
Portageville, Pemiscott County, comes the 
report of work by vigilantes in ridding the 
community of Thomas Cook, a desperate 
character, and two pals, whose names are 
not given. Much secrecy surrounds the af- 
fair, but from all that can be gathered the 
facts are these: 

Cook, who was a noted gambler and has 
also killed his man,.and has consequently 
been a terror to the authorities of South- 
eastern Missouri for years, went to Por- 
tageville a few days ago with two com- 
panions and attempted to run the town. 
They created much disturbance for two 
nights and then they suddenly disappeared. 

The statement is made on the best au- 
thority that their disappearance is due to 
a committee of citizens, who took the law 
into their own hands. Forming into a band 
they went to the house in which the three 
desperadoes were sleeping, and catching 
them unawares bound them and took them 
to the banks of the Mississippi, from which, 
bound as they were, they were thrown into 
the river and drowned. 

Every effort was made to keep the matter 
from becoming public, but the facts as nar- 
rated have gradually come out. — 


IMPURE MILK FOR BABIES. 


New York Health Department Takes 
Vigorous Action. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—To protect the 
heaith of infants, President Murphy of the 
Health Department is taking vigorous 
measures to insure the purity of milk sold 
in this city. 

Hundreds of babies who died in July are 
said to have been victims of milk adultera- 
tion. In Connecticut 400 babies died that 
month. Physicians declare that the milk 
used in many cases contained formalin, 
which kills the wholesome and necessary 
germs in the fluid and promotes the devel- 
opment of dangerous bacilli. 

President Murphy has prohibited the sale 
of milk containing formatin. 

In New Jersey several milkmen have been 
arrested for using this adulteration. '

The passing of Elizabeth In the dark, 
danksome and stifling basement prison at 
the Four Courts, where she had lived for 
more than 14 years without ever having 
been for a single day from under the roof 
of the grim old structure, cast more than 
an ordinary gloom over police headquar- 
ters. 

Elizateth was the prison cat and she 
probably had visited more criminals in the 
Dbrivacy of their cells than any person in 
the city. : 

One cold and rainy night, more than 14 
years ago, when Sergeant Jim Dawson 
was a patrolman and walked the Four 
Courts beat, he was hurrying to roll call. 
It lacked but a few minutes of 11 o'clock 
and he did not want to be late. As he passed 
the Morgue he heard the pitiful ‘“‘mew”’ of a 
kitten that was in evident distress. 

_ The policeman paused and there, crouched 
in the morgue door, was a tiny black kit- 
ten. 

It had been out in the storm and was 
coated with snow and sleet. It was shiver- 
ing with cold. 

Dawson stooped down and picked the 
kitten up. He put it under his overcoat and

when he brought in the waif, but the tele- 
phone boy felt sorry for the helpless thing 
and he got a bucket of milk from a grocery 
and laid a coat down behind the radiator 
for the kitten.

A search was at 
once instituted, and down on a pallet in 
the rear of the women’s cells Elizabeth 
was found. Some prisoner had resented a 
visit from Elizabeth and had given her a 
viclous kick that had broken her back 
Turnkey Dunwoody and the police were 
consulted and the prison surgeon was 
called. * He said Elizabeth could not get 
well and advised that she be killed. 
Chloroform was procured and her passing 
was without pain. 

_ Friday afternoon Elizabeth was buried

AN EFFORT TO PREVENT | 


DURING THE NEXT TERM 
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Portable Buildings to Be Employed and 
Many Rooms Permanently Added 
to Present Structures. 


Chief Engineer Reed of the school board, 
who is acting building commissioner during 
Mr. Ittner’s absence in lIurope, declares 
there will be less crowding of pupils in the 
public schools during the next school year, 
which wiil begin Sept. 4, than for a long 
time past in their history. 

But still there will be overcrowding. 
Preparations are being made by the vaca- 
tion building operations of the board for 
the accommodation of 2450 pupils, in addi- 
tion to those in attendance last year. 

The average attendance for the last quar- 
ter of the last term of the schools was 
62,499. "She natural increase of attendance 
between terms has been long figured by the 
school authorities at 3 per cent, which 
would make the average attendance the 
next term 64,374, an increase of 1874. 

“So far as totals are concerned,’ the act- 
ing cominissioner says, “‘you will see that 
we have provided not only for the natural 
increase of attendance, but have gone a 
good deol over. That does not assure that 
there will not be crowded schools in spots, 
althmigh we have endeavored as nearly as 
human foresight can go to prevent any 
congestion and we do not believe there will 
be any serious crowding in any of the 
schools. 

“Our difficulty is in keeping up with sec- 
tions, not with the city’s growth in general. 
It is extremely difficult, if not impossible, 
to figure out sectional needs to perfection. 
For instance we opened Sherman School 
only last term. On the date of the opening 
not over half the building was occupled. 
This term there will not be a vacant room 
and we may even have to erect a portable 
schoolroom before the closé of the term. 

“An even greater increase of school pop- 
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ulation is being shown in the district be- |

Five of the West End Schools Will Be 
Uncomfortably Crowded at the 
Opening of the Fall Term. 


In this district 
and in that between Park avenue and Ar- 
Senal street and Grand and Tower Grove 
avenues the school returns would indicate 
that the greatest growth of the city was 
occurrin.. 

“We expect to overcome the difficulty of 
keeping up with suddenly increased popu- 
lation to a large extent by our ‘portable 
schools,’ of which the first seven were es- 
tahiished last year. These schools, each of 
which includes a room 24x34 feet in dimen- 
sions, are so built that they may be taken 
apart in sections and set up anywhere else. 

“We will have 13 more of these school 
rooms at the opening of the next term, or 
20 in all. The new portable schools will be 
located as follows: Compton, two; Sum- 
ner High, one; Delaney, one: Oak Hill, 
four; Cote Brilliante, three; Addick, one; 
Kllardsville, one. 

“The portable schools are perfectly light- 
ed and are as well ventilated and heated as 
any schol rooms in the city. An tndication 
of this fact is the cost, which is $800 for 
each room.” 

“There will be more permanent improve- 
ments of the public school buildings this 
season than for many years past. Addi- 
tions which will be completed in time for 
occupancy in the approaching term are be- 
ing made as follows: 

Mount Pieasant School, eight new rooms; 
Dozier, eight new rooms; Harrison, eight 
new rooms; Baden, two new rooms; Froe- 
bel, four new rooms; Marquette, four new 
rooms, 

“The effort of the Department of Instruc- 
tion is to keep the number of pupils in a 
room down to fifty’ ‘or less, though, of 
course, this system has not been perfect- 
eq,” says Chief Engineer Reid. “Assuming 
this as a basis for figuring we will have 
room for 170 more pupils in the new addi- 
tions and for 750 pupils in the new portable

“The portable schools will, of course, 
relieve, practically, only the crush at the 
schools to which they are attached.

“This year, beside the erection of the 
Lochmund, a building of six rooms, devoted 
exclusively to mantal training and the 
teaching of domestic science, the rooms in 
the Columbia and Hodgen will be main- 
tained and additional rooms for the same 

urpose will be established in_the Shepard 

chool at Marine avenue and Miami street, 
and in the Stoddard, at Ewing and Lucas 
avenues. A room for manual training 18 
also being built in the Sumner High School. 

“The most crowded schools at the begin- 
ning of next term will be-the Marquette, 
Washington, Riddick, Ellardsville and Cote 
Brilliante, where it appears probable it will 
be necessary to keep 60 — in a room 
According to contract and expectation this 
condition will be relieved largely by Jan. 
1, when completion of the new John Mar- 
shall School of 22 rooms, on Lucky street, 
between Pend'eton and Newstead avenues, 
will be due. This will relieve the last three 
numed schools. 

“By March 1 next it is also intended to 
have the new Eugene Field School at Olive 
street and Taylor avenue, of 22 rooms, 
ready for occupancy, and this will relieve 
the Washington and Marquette Schools be- 
fore the close of the term.”

“Lynch him! Lynch the negro!” yelled 
the crowd, and the police began to fear that 
a race riot would result. 

Fiqua darted in and out, doubling on his 
trail, firing his revolver at every man who 
looked like an officer. Policeman Stine fired 
in return. Policeman Danahy and Pinker- 
ton Detective Charles Shields both became 
targets for the fugitive’s bullets, but re- 
frained from shooting at him on account of 
the danger of hitting others. 

Near McVicker’s Theater Fiqua fired at 
Policeman Brennan, who made a grab for 
the negro, who was clearly fatigued and 
about to fall exhausted. 

A short distance farther along the negro 
fell panting under a cab horse, and the 
officers beat off the crowd that wanted to 
lynch him. 

As he passed along on his filght hundreds 
of men might have reached out and grabbed 
him, but fear of his revolver kept them from 
doing 80.
